The world is going to be so dif- 


ferent when this war is over thai/

It was just one hundred years ago 


today. April 13, 1818, when our flag 
in its present form, was first hoisted 
on the House of Representatives 


When the flag was first made it 


contained thirteen stripes and the 
same number of stars because there 
were only thirteen states in the 
Union then. 


"When two new states, Vermont and 


Kentucky, were admitted in 1791 
and 1792 respectively, congress then 
passed a law that the flag after May 
1st, 1795, should consist of fifteen 
stripes and fifteen stars, and this was 
the form of the flag for 23 years or 
until 1818. It was this form of the 
flag that floated all through the war 
of 1812 and the one that inspired 
Mr. Key to write his immortal song, 
"The Star Spangled Banner." 


As many new states had been add- 


ed by 1818, it was thought best not 
to add a stripe for each new state as 
had been intended, as that 
would 


make the flag too large and cum- 
berson and it would be impossible to 
narrow the stripes and retain the 
proportion of the flag. 


April 4th, 1818, congress passed an 


act reducing the stripes to thirteen 
and raising the number of stars to 
twenty, as there were twenty states 
in the Union at that time. 
It also 


made provisions that a new star 
should be added to the flag on the 
Fourth of July next after such ad- 
mission, and this has been the form 
and regulation ever since. This law 
also designated that the new flag or 
rather its new form should be ex- 
clusively used on and after July 4th, 
1818. 
But the people couldn't waH 


so long and first hoisted it as stated 
at the beginning of this article. 


June 14th is called our national 


flag day because it was on that day, 
1777, that congress adopted by reso- 
lution the flag then consisting of 13 
stripes and 13 stars. 


On the 4th of July this year, the 


first centenary of our present flag, 
every hamlet, township, and city in 
each of our grand 48 states should 
simultaneously celebrate the praises 
and glories of Uncle Sam in one uni- 
versal chorus that will swing around 
the earth, as the moon swings the 
tides, for genuine liberty and human- 
ity and shake the kaiser on his 
throne.
